Were  It  not  that  the  second  Great  War  is  In 
progress,  the  death  of  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II  would 
have  created  a profound  stix  throughout  the 
world  He  died  at  hts  refuge'  at  Doom,  which 
dispatches  describe  n.s  dying  In  exile  That  Is 
hardly  correct  becau.Hc  he  died  In  a land  that  U. 
to  all  practical  intent,  ruled  by  the  rulers  of  the 
land  that  gave  him  birth.  The  late  monarch  had 
a career  perhaps  as  spectacular  as  any  In  a gen- 
eration that  haa  Just  passed  He  was  possessed  of 
a strange  admixture  of  capabilities  in  which  un- 
doubted administrative  ability  developed  Into  in- 
ordinate ambition  When  he  la  appraised  as  the 
author  but  not  the  fmislier  of  the  Great  War.  too 
much  stress  is  laid  upon  personal  guilt  for  that 
happening  In  the  time  when  he  reigned,  and 
especially  In  the  latter  years  of  the  Hohensollern 
Dynasty,  the  one  force  in  Germany  that  decided 
every  great  quesllon  was  the  Great  General  Staff. 
It  was  that  authority  that  made  the  decision  to 
march  into  Belgium,  thus  precipitating  the  Great 
War 

The  late  Kaixcr  Wilhelm  succeeded  to  power  on 
June  18.  1888  at  the  age  of  twenty-nine  Because 
hw  training  had  been  chiefly  mihury.  there  were 
predictions  that  he  would  become  a war  lord.  He 
was  credited  with  being  impetuous.  hlgh-spirUed 
and  ambtnon.i.  vet  for  over  a quarter  of  a century 
he  ruled  his  country  m a fashion  that  was  peace- 
ful. though  upon  occasion  the  expressions  of  his 
impetuosity  made  other  nations  au.Nplcluus  of  the 
shape  of  things  to  come.  The  first  event  of  his 
career  as  Emperor  that  attracted  the  attention  of 
the  world  was  when  in  1890  he  dismissed  Bismarck 
as  Chancellor  This  was  the  firsl  indication  of 
the  courage  he  was  to  display  thereafter.  The 
dropping  of  the  pitot  who  had  been  guiding  Ger- 
many to  "her  place  in  the  sun"  required  great 
moral  courage,  considering  the  reputation  that 
Bismarck  enjoyed  The  reason  given  was  that 
the  Kauver  desired  the  other  Ministers  to  have 
direct  access  to  him  without  using  the  Chancellor 
as  an  intermediary.  The  verdict  on  the  happen- 
ing. at  the  time,  was  that  the  ruler  had  taken 
leave  of  his  tenses.  As  it  turned  out  Germany 
suffered  in  no  way.  The  Kaiser  and  hla  advisers 
continued  to  lay  the  foundations  of  that  organisa- 
tion which  ptade  Us  challenge  for  world  power  in 
1914-18  and  which  Is  doing  so  again  today  under 
a dispensation  more  ruthless  and  better  equipped 
than  in  the  first  Great  War. 

From  the  standpoint  of  International  relation.^, 
the  first  notable  indiscretion  of  Kaiser  Wilhelm 
was  In  1898.  when,  tliree  days  after  the  Jamieson 
Raid,  he  sent  a telegram  to  Preildent  Kruger  in 
which  he  said  T beg  to  express  to  you  my  sincere 
congratulations  Uiat,  without  help  from  foreign 
Powers,  you  have  .succeeded  with  your  own  people 
and  by  your  own  strength  in  driving  out  the  armed 
bands  which  attempted  to  disturb  the  peace  of 
your  country  and  In  re-establishing  order  and  de- 
fending the  independence  of  your  people  from  at- 
ta<*k5  from  nulsule  " 'This  was  considered  an  In- 
sult by  Great  Britain.  The  words  ' help  from  for- 
eign  Power.v"  were  interpreted  to  mean  tliat  If 
the  Boers  had  needed  German  aid  they  could  have 
secured  It  This  belief  remained  prevalent  up  to 
the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  the  South  African 
War  Another  indUcrctlon  was  when  he  Injected 
himself  Info  a dispute  which  concerned  France] 
and  Morocco.  Germany  had  little  or  no  interest 
in  Morocco,  and  the  Agadir  incident,  now  a mat- 
ter of  history,  seemed  de.vigned  only  to  provoke 
the  French. 

'The  fact  rematns.  despite  the  ebullitions  noted, 
that  the  Kaiser's  rule  for  upwards  of  quarter  of. 
a century  was  a beneficent  one.  during  which  the 
prestige  of  Germany  rose  to  considerable  heighti 
He  took  his  duties  seriously  and  brought  great 
ability  to  bear  on  them  He  considered  himself 
the  father  of  hl.s  people  and  sought  to  promote 
their  welfare  As  the  years  rolled  on  he  became 
restless.  Plots  began  to  be  hatched  and  intrigue 
became  rife.  U is  recorded  of  him  by  Mr  James 
W.  Oerrard.  who  . was  the  American  Ambassador 
in  Berlin  for  some  time  before  and  during  the 
opening  years  of  the  Great  War,  that  the  Kai.ver 
was  never  satisfied  to  remain  more  than  a few 
days  in  any  place  or  In  any  occupation  Then 
Mr  Oerrard  said  In  hLs  "Fare  to  Face  with 
Kalserism  ' He  command.^  his  armies  in  person 
He  has  won  distinction  as  a writer  and  a public 
speaker.  He  lx  an  excellent  shot  He  has  com- 
posed music,  written  verses,  superintended  the 
production  of  a ballet,  painted  a picture,  the 
beautiful  Bysantliie  Chapel  m the  Castle  of  Posen 
shows  his  genius  for  architecture,  and.  clothed  In 
a clergyman's  surplice,  he  has  preached  a sermon 
in  Jerusalem  What  ruler  in  all  history  has  ex- 
hibited such  extraordinary  versatility'’" 

If  may  be  that  he  became  satiated  with  peace- 
ful pursuits  and  decided  that  his  talents  and  abil- 
ity shculd  be  devoted  to  wai'.  Whatever  was  hu 
personal  responsibility  for  the  invasion  of  Bel- 
gium and  all  the  horrors  that  It  brought  in  his 
wake,  he  was  at  the  Ume  the  centre  of  a system 
that  had  been  steadily  aecumulaUng  strength  for 
mlUUrlsUr  purposes.  "We  must  remember."  said 
Mr.  Oerrard  In  his  appraisal  of  what  KniserUm 
meant,  "that  all  his  utterances  disclose  the  soul 
' of  the  conqueror,  of  a man  Intensely  anxious  for 
earthly  fame  and  a conspicuous  place  in  the  gal- 
lery of  human  events,  envious,  too.  of  the  great 
names  of  the  past,  his  ears  so  tuned  for  admira- 
tion and  applause  that  they  fall  to  hear  the  great, 
long-drawn  wall  of  agony  that  echoes  around  the 
world.  Kls  eyes  are  so  blinded  with  the  sheen  of 
hU  own  glory  that  they  do  not  see  the  muUlated 
rorpaes.  the  crime,  the  pestllenre.  the  hunger,  the 
Incalculable  sorrow  that  sweep  the  earth  from  the 
jungles  of  Africa  to  the  frosen  plains  of  the  North, 
from  Siberia  to  Saskatchewan,  from  Texas  to 
Trieste,  from  Alaska  to  AflhanlsUn  -everywhere 
he  has  brought  the  dark  angel  of  mourning  to 
mlllloos  upon  millions  of  deaolate  homes.** 

The  foregoing  wu  written  during  the  opening 
months  of  1918  within  that,  year  the  Kaiser's 
dream  of  conqnest  had  been  dlaslpated.  His  ca- 
reer. to  far  as  it  was  an  instrument  In  world  pol- 
icy, was  ended.  On  Sunday  morning.  November 
iiV  accompenled  by  membtri  of  the  Oennan

From  the  b<>ginning  of  the  prexent  war  the 
medical  examlnaUon  of  recruits  has  been  on  a 
much  more  drastic  basis  than  was  the  case  dur- 
ing 1914-18.

In  viejr  of  this  there  seems  to  be  no  excuse  for 
men  being  placed  In  their  wrong  categories,  and 
there  Is  sUH  less  excuse  that  It  ahnuld  have  taken 
so  many  months  to  correct  errors  Moreover,  the 
percentage  of  men  discharged  seems  altngether 
too  great  and  Mr  RaLston  does  nol  say  why  those 
whose  physical  category  was  not  A 1 for  Active 
Service  should  not  have  been  absorbed  in  some 
other  branch  of  military  work,  for  home  defence 
or  otherwise  As  a writer  In  The  Regina  Leader-  ' 
Post  says:  "Of  the  total  discharges  for  physical 
reasons,  it  appears  that  no  less  than  7.696  were 
granted  to  men  whose  period  of  service  was  under 
six  months  Removed  from  civilian  life  they  have 
been  trained  as  soldiers  at  great  expense  to  the 
country.  What  is  there  now  to  ahow  for  that  ex- 
penditure? Their  lives  have  been  disrupted;  their 
competitive  ability  In  many  cases  impaired.  The 
wastage  does  no  end  here.
